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On January 24, 2023 the Los Angeles Times published an  article about the Probation 
Department's intent to sell guns via auction on the website "GovDeals.com." That same 
day at the Board of Supervisors' meeting, Supervisor Solis made a motion, coauthored 
by Supervisor Hahn, that directs the Probation Oversight Committee (POC), in 
collaboration with County Counsel and the Probation Department, to “investigate the 
auction of the Probation Department’s firearms and ammunition.” The Board sought to 
stop the auction, investigate how it happened, and ensure it did not reoccur. 
 

That investigation began immediately and has proceeded as follows: 

• Chief of Probation Adolfo Gonzales presented a detailed report to the POC at the 

regular meeting of the POC on January 26, 2023, as part of his presentation on 

his 2023 goals and priorities. A transcript of those remarks is attached as Appendix 

A. They include a preliminary timeline of events and assurance that the weapons 

had been pulled from the website and that no ammunition had been listed for sale.  

• POC Executive Director Wendelyn Julien met with Probation Deputy Chief Karen 

Fletcher on February 1, 2023, to discuss the investigation. During that meeting, 

Deputy Chief Fletcher advised about the progress on conversations with the Los 

Angeles County Sheriff’s Department (LASD) for support in destroying the 

weapons. Deputy Chief Fletcher indicated that the Probation Department had been 

in contact with LASD Undersheriff April Tardy about this process. 

• POC Executive Director reached out to Undersheriff Tardy via email on February 

1, 2023, to verify the information shared by Probation. Undersheriff Tardy 

responded the same day, confirming that she had spoken with Deputy Chief 

Fletcher and connected Probation with LASD Central Property and Evidence to 

accomplish this task.  She offered to provide an update on the progress at the end 

of February.  

• Chief Gonzales again appeared at the POC’s February 9, 2023, regular meeting 

to provide an update on the internal investigation into the gun auction and to allow 

commissioners to ask questions about the investigation. A transcript is attached 

as Appendix B. During the meeting, he explained that the process is underway to 

destroy the 334 guns and Probation staff is cataloging the weapons by serial 

number and working with the Internal Services Department (ISD) to contract with 

the agency that LASD uses to destroy weapons. He reported that Probation 

intends to complete the data collection with in one to two weeks and that the 

process to destroy the weapons could take two to three weeks after that. He hopes 

to return to the POC in March to report that the process is complete.  

• On February 9, 2023, POC Executive Director emailed Probation with a detailed 

list of questions to provide further insight into the investigation.  

• The first question asked for a detailed timeline of the actions that lead to the auction 

of the weapons. Highlights of the timeline include: 

o The sale of the surplus weapons began in 2020 under the leadership of 

former Chief Ray Leyva. The original intent appears to have been to allow

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armed Probation staff to purchase or “buy back” their county-owned 

weapons, in part to offset the cost of the Probation Department’s purchase 

and deployment of new weapons. After discussions with LASD and other 

law enforcement agencies as well as a review of the legal restrictions on 

selling or transferring weapons, the Probation Department determined that 

it could not sell or transfer the weapons directly to staff and needed to work 

with ISD to sell the guns through a third-party vendor that is a licensed 

firearms dealer.  

o In February of 2021, “SEO Admin” (SEO stands for Special Enforcement 

Operations) met with the new Chief of Probation, Adolfo Gonzales, to review 

a list of 17 projects including the transition to the new weapons and the 

buyback of the surplus weapons.  

o No other action is reported to have occurred on the issue of the disposal of 

the surplus weapons until October 2022 when the Probation Department 

completed the transition to new weapons and again met with ISD to discuss 

the next steps to dispose of surplus weapons. Thereafter, the process 

moved quickly, with meetings and conversations between ISD and 

GovDeals.com occurring during December 1, 2022 and January 15, 2023 

and the auction going live on January 19 and 20, 2023.  

o On January 23, 2023, Chief Gonzales heard from Supervisor Solis’ office 

about their concerns about the gun auction at which time the Chief ordered 

all weapons to be removed from the auction. This was done immediately, 

and no weapons were sold.  

• The second question requested information about how many surplus weapons the 

Department has that need to be disposed of and where and how they are stored.  

o The Probation Department responded that there are a total of 334 guns, 

including: 

▪ 60 Beretta 92FS 

▪ 140 Smith and Wesson M&P 1.0 Full-Size 
▪ 134 Smith and Wesson M&P 1.0 Compacts  

• The third question asked for an update on the status of the MOU with LASD.  
o Probation responded that they are working directly with ISD through the 

vendor that LASD uses to dispose of their surplus weapons so there will not 
be an MOU with LASD at this time. The vendor under consideration is SA 
Recycling in Anaheim, California, although Probation noted that they are 
awaiting finalized information from ISD about the contract and the process. 

o Probation explained that they will continue to need to the assistance of 
LASD to update the firearm database once the weapons are destroyed.     

• The fourth question asked if any internal affairs investigations have been initiated 
as a result of this issue.  

o Probation responded that Internal Affairs reviewed the process and found 
that staff had followed county protocol and coordinated with ISD through the 
process. 
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• The final question asked for a copy of the Probation Department’s response to the 
departmental survey sent out by the Chief Executive Office. 

o The Probation Department’s response of February 9, 2023, is attached as 
Appendix C. 

• At follow up meetings between the Executive Director of the POC and Probation 
Deputy Director Howard Wong on February 14, 2023, and March 1, 2023, 
clarification of important issues occurred, and Probation provided an update on the 
status of the destruction of the weapons.  

o Explanation of “off-roster” status of weapons 
▪ The weapons that Probation was intending to sell through a third-

party vendor (the auction site “GovDeals.com”) are “off-roster” 
weapons which means that the exact make, model and configuration 
of the firearms make it impermissible, according to California Penal 
Code Section 32000, to sell the weapons to anyone but active law 
enforcement. Even though the public can access GovDeals.com, in 
order to purchase the weapons from the site, the buyer will need to 
possess a verified Federal Firearms License (FFL) and can only 
resell to individuals with active law enforcement status in California.  

▪ The Probation Department learned through this process that they 
cannot sell or transfer weapons directly to employees (which was the 
intent of the sale), but they had to use a third-party vendor contracted 
through ISD. 

o Explanation of Master Agreement process between ISD and SA Recycling 
▪ According to Probation, ISD is actively working to get SA recycling 

on a Master Agreement that will allow Probation to dispose of the 
weapons through the contractor. Probation expects an update on 
that progress within the next few weeks. Once the Master Agreement 
is in place, the disposal of the weapons can occur. 

o Explanation of LASD support with tracking serial numbers 
▪ Probation reported having learned from LASD that Probation could 

access the on-line system to check the serial numbers on all 334 
guns to facilitate the process of disposal. After the disposal, the 
Probation Department will coordinate with LASD to change the 
status of all of the weapons to note their destruction. 

 
The Probation Oversight Commission will continue to follow up on this investigation until 
confirmation of the destruction of all the surplus weapons is received. This will include 
following up with the Probation Department for updates directly to the Probation Oversight 
Commission Executive Director and to the POC in public meetings. In addition, the 
Executive Director will report back on the progress of the destruction of the weapons from 
LASD and the vendor completing the destruction of the weapons.
